Approximately 
$600,000,000 
was 
lost last year to investors in fraudu­ 
lent stocks, 
according 
to a survey 
just completed by the Associated Ad­ 
vertising Clubs of the World, which 
intends to use the figures obtained to 
urge reputable banks to advertise 
the “investigate before you invest” 
slogan in their local newspapers. 
The A. A. C. W. sent questionnaires 
to 285 chambers of commerce and 40 
better business bureaus, asking them 
to report the estimate of the annual 
loss from fraudulent investments in 
their localities. 
Replies obtained 
announced this 
week showed $600,000,000 or $6 per 
capita as the approximate figure. The 
heaviest losers, the 
report showed, 
appeared to be the coal 
and

miners of Pennsylvania.
